My present team, Tranmere Rovers, 
are in the thick of fighting for promotion. 


Perhaps .by the ‘time you 
read this, it’s all over. 

If we make it, the players 
will share £5000 ($12,500) 
among them. 

(last Friday they made it:

Ed.). 

I was thrilled to hear. St. 
George won the Ampol Cup 
— looks like they are not 
missing me at all... 

Soccer here in Britain is 
still vastly different from that 
in Australia. 

Players in England are 
made to feel important by 
the manager and trainer, as 
people connected with soccer 
in Britain realize this is im- 
portant so that they can do 
the job that is asked of them. 


Fulltime soccer 


We are made to think foot- 
ball 24 hours a day. 

We train every morning of 
the week from 10 am. till 
12 am. and one afternoon, 
usually Tuesday, from 2 p.m. 
till 4 p.m. 

As we have a lot of time 
on our hands, we arrange to 
meet in the afternoon or 
evening for golf or billiards, 
and the conversation is norm- 
ally soccer. 

The players of Tranmere 
are all very friendly and very 
rarely get out of line. 

But as an gxample of club 
discipline together with other 
English clubs, one manager is 
fining his players £1 for 
every minute they are late 


after 10 a.m. 


All our training schedule 
is planned by the manager 
and trainer, who normally 
vary the training to stop mo- 
notony creeping in. 

They may give us a morn- 
ing of golf with lunch laid 
on at the club’s expense, this 
ee one wening or 


they take us to the beaches 
and we may walk for an hour. 

Sometimes we go for a 
sauna bath and massage when 
they think we have done well 
with our training, which in- 
deed we have. 

We do not train at the 
ground as we have two other 
playing areas we can use. 

When I explain our weekly 
program in detail I shall call 
them A and B. 

We also pay a visit to the 
woods, which are on the high 
land of the district and the 
air is very healthy. 

Let me now explain a week- 
ly program, but keep it in 
mind that it is not repetative, 
as we do not know where 
we are going and what we 
are doing until we arrive at 
the ground in the morning. 


Menday, after playing on’ 


the Friday nights as we do, 
the players are normally stiff 
so we start with running at 
a steady pace for 12 mins, 
have a five-minute breather 
and follow on with six 200 
yds. canters, then onto a six- 
a-side match. Nothing strenu- 
ous is done this day. 

Tuesday morning we go to 
the woods and- do cross 
country running to build up 
stamina; a route is marked 
out for us.

We will be jumping over 
a stream running uphill, etc. 

This is indeed punishing; 
when I first went I couldn’t 
finish the course. 

This lasts the best part of 
an hour, then we go back to 
the ground to do a weight 
circuit. 

If we are back in the after- 
noon normally a game is 
played.

EX-MALTA STAR 
STILL TOP PIVOT

Joe Cilia, Melita Eagles’ unyielding stopper 
could rate as one of the most impressive imports 
to Sydney soccer in recent years. 


Quiet and composed on 
and. off the field, he loves 
the game of soccer for what 
it is, and he talks very 
little about his achieve- 
ments which have earned 
him some of the coveted 
trophies soccer can offer. 


Joe came to Australia to 
join Melita Eagles for the 
1965 season and with his 
inclusion as player-coach, 
the stocks of the team rose 
suddenly to finish fourth 
in the competition that 
year. 

But Cilia and Melita, 
bound together by a com- 
mon cause, were not to stay 
long in that division and 
finally gained promotion to 
First Division the following 
season. j 

Before coming to Aus- 
tralia, Joe Cilia was voted 
for the second time ‘‘Foot- 
baller of the Year for 
1963-64,” as the pivot for 
Valletta FC. 

He had won this award 


before in the 1957-58 
season, 
Cilia started playing 


football with Mdina Public 
School and soon moved to 
Rabat FC as left fullback, 
where he coached this 
Second Division side to 
win First Division status in 
two seasons. 

But his football career 
was to reach its peak of 
greatness when he joined 
Malta’s champion club 
‘Valletta FC. 

With them he was in the 
\championship-winning team 
jfour times and another

He made his debut in

tralia. 

Cilia’s talents were first 
discovered by Irish Inter- 
national Paddy Sloane — 
who last year coached top 
Victorian team Melbourne- 
Hellas, 

During his career with 
Valletta, he played against 


such teams as Dukla and 


Banik Ostrava of Czechos- 
lovakia, Wiener SC, WAC 


. and Wacker of Austria, 


Rijeka and Vojvodina of 
Yugoslavia, | Manchester 
United, Norwich City, 
Queens Park Rangers and 
Leyton Orient of England. 
He also captained the Mal- 
tese League XI against 
Manchester United. 

As full “A” international 
he played against Austria, 
Denmark, Norway, Italy 
and Tunisia. 

He also played in the 
European Nation’s Cup 
and in the international 
amateur tournament which 
included France, England, 
Ssain, Germany, Italy, 
Holland and others, 


On occasions — even in 
Australia — _ Cilia’s swift 
coverins defence tactics 


have amazed observers as 
he looks too heavy to do 
so much running. 

Commenting on this 
once, Manchester United’s 
manager Matt Busby said: 

“As long as you have 
strong legs to carry you, 
weight is no problem.” 

Cilia, being somewhat 
unnecessarily weight-con- 
scious, has kept this vividly 
in his mind. 

Joe is married and has 
two young children. 

His immigration to Aus- 
tralia was not a step to 
further his football career 
but more to make a home 
and build a better future 
for himself and his family.
